have u child and made plans for the 
event. October 9, 1931, she left home 
to go to a private hospital in Boston. 


Instead, Sullivan said, she went to 


the Clinton hotel here and registered 
as Mrs. Gerald E. Hardy of London. 
As Mrs. Hardy, the petition continues, 
she visited Miss Crebbe in the ma- 
ternity ward of the hospital and con- 
spired with her to represent the baby 
as that of Mrs. Sullivan.

Early Cultivation 


With the Harrow 


Control of Weeds and 


Grass Is Important 


F a c t o r 


Many experiments on cultivation 


have been conducted by experiment 
stations in different states. The Ark- 
ansas Experiment Station of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture has carried such tests over a 
period of several years. There is one 
outstanding fact which these tests em- 
phasize, namely, the greatest benefit 
from cultivation is the controlling of 
weeds and grass. 


The best method of cultivation is 


the method which will kill weeds most 
rapidly and at least expense before 
they have dope any damage, and the 
best implement Is the one which will 
do this work most effectively and most 
rapidly, states D. J. Burleson, Exten- 
sion agronomist,'University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture. 


The harrow is admirably adapted to 


covering land rapidly, producing a 
dust mulch, and destroying 
weeds 


even before they can be seen. 
A 


spike-tooth harrow may be run di- 
agonally across rows of corn or other 
crops without any damage to the 
young plants, provided there is not 
much trash in the field. The teeth 
should be set so that they slant back- 
ward at n considerable angle. Such 
cultivation kills the weds before they 
have done any damage and puts the 
land in good condition for future cul- 
tivation.
